Sara's full name is Sura El- 
kes. She was born in Kovno, 
Lithuania, and educated part- 
‘ly at the Kovno Hebrew High 
School and partly in England, 
though from her natural and 
idiomatic English and her at- 
titudes, you would not guess 
thet she had spent her child- 
hood at a Hebrew school in 
Eastern Europe Her ather 
was Dr. Elchanan Elkes. a 
|great physician and a great 
man 

Bara is one of those com- 
muters who divide their time 
between Israel and Hritain. 
Her attachment to Israe! is 
natural and inherited. Her 
mother lives there. But Sara 
also needa to live and work 
for long stretches in England 
in order to re-char@e her

service. In Israel. Sara did 
youth work for the Tel Aviv 
Municipality some years ago. 
During her latest stay — she 
came back to England only 
recently — she worked for the 
Ministry of Social Welfere’s 
Youth Protection Authority as 
Inspector of Group Work.
